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Prior to an exact tenure of 401 years, thus born a ray of hope in the prevailing dusk of 
the society now blazing as a Sun, eradicating all the dark prejudices across the seven seas to 
irradiate the entire globe, in the consecrated reminiscence of the Lord’s own embodiment to 
whom we address as Nauvey Patshah, Sagal Srisht di Chadar Jagatguru Sahib Sri Guru Tegh 
Bahadur Sahib Ji Maharaj, the live specimen of rectitude and modesty encompassing the 
principle doctrines established by the First Guru, Noor E Elahi, Jagatguru Sahib Sri Guru 
Nanak Dev Ji Maharaj, the embodiment of Superlative Formless Peer of whole cosmos, The 
Awwal Elahi Maha Kaal Saroop, Akaal Purakh Sri Waheguru Ji Maharaj. 


Nauvey Patshah, Jagatguru Sahib Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji Maharaj is Sagal Srisht 
Di Chadar and Dharam Da Rakha, who has been acknowledged as the all-commanding true 
king of the aether sitting on the throne of oceanic clemency & splendour, whose evergreen 
horse connotes to the divine knowledge and the magnificent chariot implies to purity. His cloak 
envelopes the whole cosmos & whose sword of virtue purifies the whole of creation. Devotion 
towards Akal Purakh Sri Waheguru Ji Maharaj is His longbow and love is His arrow which 
pierces the heart to consign the paramount spiritual evolution. Hazur Nauvin Nanak Jyot is 
worshipped in the unabridged cosmos as He is Zahira Zahoor Elahi Noor. 


The perfect epitome of a Sant Sipahi, Nauvey Patshah Ji is the pennon of virtue who 
has smashed the tyranny of the atrocities from its roots and preached the message of love & 
universalism, the basics of Sikh Religion. To comprehend His life, it is must for an individual 
to apprehend the perception of Ek Nanak Jyot. It seems grasping to analyse the Life of Nauvey 
Patshah Ji but once a person gets imbibed profoundly, it is assured that he / she will be lacking 
of words to define what exactly He was! Though meditating for long hours & engulfed with 
empathy & steady determination, He even attended His household errands, thus establishing 
the pragmatic implication of Sant - Sipahi, the essential basics of Sikhi. 


Each & every instance of His life is assumed to be the preaching of Gur Sikhi 
Principles that the fusion of household errands and mysticism if fragmented can never lead an 
individual for the Mystical Realisation / Evolution. Hence, the magnitude of resplendence that 
persisted in His sword, was reflected synonymously in His Bani. Hence, He has been conferred 
with the title of Sher E Shamshir in the Persian Chronicles. The subsequent transformation of 
His name from that of Sri Tyaag Mal to that of Sri Tegh Bahadur post to The Battle of Sri 
Kartarpur Sahib confers to be a pivotal epicenter in the golden chronicles of Sikhi for being 
symbolic in the establishment of triad discernments : Degh Tegh Fateh. 


It has been unanimously noted that His Bani though intensely profound & substantial 
in all aspects focuses on the central theme of Vairag, but the ideology of Vairag bequeathed 
from His Sri Mukhwaak presages to be all-engrossingly contrary to that of typical Indian 
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Ethnicity. If scrutinized in broader aspect, then the notion of Vairag in context to Indian 
Philosophy implies to be persisting in dual facets of outlook & living style whereas, Hazur 
Nauvey Patshah Sahib Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji Maharaj unearthed & bestowed upon the 
mankind, the tangible essence of Vairag which can be deliberated from His Shabad Gurbani as 
state of mind in addition to the sauntering routeway of intellection. 


The ethics He proffered and the celestial elucidations which He conveyed through His 
Elahi Shabad Gurbani epitomizes itself to be a prominent landmark in the course of Humanoid 
Chronicles, thus preaching them the essence of humanitarianism. Sri Guru Sahib Ji also 
expanded the perimeters and implications of Gurmat Sangeet by discovering a new melodic 
device (Raag), entitled “Jayajwanti” during His Udasi(s) to East India which was on no 
occasion sung by anyone in this cosmos prior to Him. The use of Pakhavaj too got familiarized 
in conventions of Gur Shabad Kirtan Chowki during His aera, thus reminiscent of revitalization 
in the facet of Sri Gurmat Sangeet / The Khalsai Sikh Musicology. 


On the first week of September corresponding to the year 1643, Satguru Sri Tegh 
Bahadur Ji caressed the soil of England and commenced the Gurmat Parchar at Lutterworth. 
The traders encompassing of Hindus and Sikh(s) arranged the Kirtan Chowki in “The Ram 
Inn” where an eminent scholar of British Monarch, Sir George Fox attended the Diwan. He has 
himself cited this occasion to be blissful in his autobiographical literature. This Mridangam 
was later bestowed upon Dargahi of Hari Para (Burma) by Patshah Ji Himself whilst another 
with which He used to perform Kirtan was bequeathed upon Bhai Gurbax Ji, contemporarily 
conserved at Gurdwara Sri Mridangawali Sahib Ji, Jaunpur, U.P. 


Though the explorations on the Bani of Nauvey Patshah Ji have been confined to that 
of Vairag & Musicology, yet if analyzed in broader spectrum can emanate the discernment of 
astonishment amidst the mindset of a humanoid as the 59 Shabad(s) uttered by Guru Patshah 
Ji engrossed in 16 Raag(s) & 57 Salok(s) present Jaagti Jyot, Jagatguru Aad Sri Guru Granth 
Sahib Ji Maharaj echoes on several branches of edifications be it be Metaphysics (The Realistic 
Study of Cosmos), Epistemology (The Evolutionary Study of Perception) as well as Axiology 
(Dealing with Nature & Divisions of Value). In addition, the essence of Guru Sahib Ji’s 
unparalleled martyrdom will be reflected with profound aptness. 


Generally depicted as Hind Di Chadar in almost all the platforms so far, there prevails 
not a solitary referential basis that can confine Guru Sahib Ji for an explicit nation / conviction. 
As the Kashmiri Pandit(s) pleaded the Akaal Nauvin Nanak Jyot for the fortification of their 
sacred cyphers and Patshah Ji attained martyrdom for them, the synonymous He would have 
conferred for the Muslim(s) if they would have implored Him for an identical stance. It was 
because he stood against the forceful religious adaptation and expounded the humanoid 
civilization with tangible essence of Dharam which implies to be Righteousness, thus 
influencing them to be permeated in a state of Nirbhau - Nirvair. 


In the global religious chronicles prevailing till date, it has never been perceived that 
the Master of a Religion is heading to attain martyrdom being a saviour of their sacred cyphers. 
Such an unmatched sacrifice of Satguru Garib Niwaz Sahib Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji Maharaj 
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has been reflected unbeatably by Shamshir Pita, Badshah Darvesh, Jagatguru Sahib Sri Guru 
Gobind Singh Ji Maharaj in His Kalam E Kamaal, Sri Bachittar Natak of Dasam Sri Guru 
Granth Sahib Ji Maharaj where He clearly cites that “None can perform such a pious act in this 
cosmos which has been accomplished by Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Sahib Ji’. It’s must to execute 
Paath of Sri Aad as well as Dasam Sri Guru Granth Sahib Ji Maharaj. 


Even the Dasam Darbari Ratan, Kavi Bhai sahib Bhai Sainapat Ji in his magnum opus 
Sri Gur Shobha Granth has depicted Satguru Sachey Patshah Ji as Sagal Srisht Di Chadar which 
implies to confer that when the dignity of Dharam (Righteousness) was getting ripped off by 
the oppressive monarchy, Guru Sahib Ji Himself conferred to be a blanket and wrapped it to 
keep intact its piousness. Synonymously, the Shahadat of Nauvin Nanak Jyot, Jagatguru Sahib 
Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji Maharaj can be accredited as a commemorative juncture which 
bequeathed upon this country the godsend of Democracy, Veracity, Right to the Freedom of 
Religion as well as Right to the Freedom of Human Consciousness. 


Hence, it implies to be obligatory for every Gur Sikh residing all across the globe to 
proclaim with all their pride that it’s solitarily Jagatguru Sahib Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji 
Maharaj who can be adorned as “The Founder of Indian Constitution” and not any Freedom 
Fighter / Political Protagonist of this nation. Proffering boundless of salutations at the sacred 
feet of Sagal Srisht Di Chadar, Dharam Da Rakha, Sher E Shamshir, Satguru Garib Niwaz, 
Jagatguru Sahib Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji Maharaj, I curb to glide my pen by bowing at every 
solitary Historical Gurdwara (Itihaasik Guru Asthaan Patshahi Nauvin) that marks His 
consecrated visit at North India, East India as well as Afghanistan. 
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
